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Cash  receipts  from  meat  animals  during  tlie  first  5  months  of  !9i|6  remained 
relatively  close  to  the  1915  level,  but  have  fluctuated  violently  since  then,  sinl<ing 
below  the  1910-14  average  in  June  and  September  and  rising  far  above  the  1915  level  in 
July,  August  and  October. 

During  the  first  half  of  the  year,  cash  receipts  from  dairy  products  were 
maintained  slightly  below  the  1915  levels  but  rose  about  16  percent  in  July,  sagged 
slightly  in  August  and  September,  and  recovered  in  October.  Dairy-production  payments, 
discontinued  in  June,  are  not  included  in  cash  receipts  from  dairy  products.

State  and  Rer.i-onal  EaLimates 

Total  cash  -«:a£_eipts  fron  farm  marketings  for  the  entire  country  in 
SspteLiber  were  8  percent  greater  than  in  Setjtember  1945.    Prxces  of  both 
crops  and  livestock  in  Soot^iJcer  averaged  about  23  perc^mt.  hL^^her  than  a 
year  earlier.     Casn  receipts  ra.nged  from  6  percent,  below  last  year  in  the 
East  North  Central  Rerxoa  to  3?  percent  above  in  the  S-rath  Csntr^l  Refioa. 
Total  receipts  vere  greater  than  in  1945  in  .all  other  regions  except  the 
Weat  North  Centx-ei  Rejioii,   

Receipts  from  livestock  and  products  .in  Seytember  declined  4  percent 
from  last  ye.'.r,  ivith  decreases  in  the  central  an.d.  s.out.hern  regions  only  part- 
ially offset  by  substantial  increases  in  the  North  Atlantic  and  Western 
.  Regions.    Declines  of  9  percent  in  the  East  North  Central  Region  and  l6  per- 
cent in  the  West  North  Central  Rer'ion  resulted  from  rather  severe  decreases 
in  incom.e  from  hogs  and  catole,  ■"'hich  more  than  offset  r'3ins  in  receipts  from 
dairy  products.    A  srr.i-.ll  decline  in  the  South  Atlantic  Region  was  due  to  ^ 
decreases  in  receipts  from  broilei^s,  cattl.-,  .-.nd  hors  vrith  pp.  dly  offsetting 
increases  for  dairy  products.     Substantial  gains  in  all  dai^y-oro.duct  items 
accounted  for  most  of  the  li'i-p-.--rCvnt  increase  in  livestock  .""ecelDts  in  the 
North  Atlantic  Region;  and  dairy  products  and  cattle  were  largely  responsible 
for  the  gain  of  12  percer.t  in  tne  Western  R'r  gion.    In  t'^e  South  Atlantic 
Region,  no  significant  change  occurred  as-  "-ncr  osc-s  in  dairy  products  were 
offset  by  decreases  in  meat  cnl'-ials. 

Receipts  from,  crops  in  Seoter.ber  showed  a  fra'.n  of  on  .--fifth  over  the 
same  month  last  year.     Crop  receipts  in  the  Nortn  Atlantic  and  East  North 
Central  Regions  droooed  sl'ghtly,  but  receipts  in  axi  oth.er  r'.;gions  showed 
substantial  gains,  with  income  from  wh  ^st  in  th;^-  N-^rtii  .md  cottoi:  in  the 
South  increasing  generally. 

During  the. first  9  months  of  19^,6,  tot.al  cash  recjiots  for  the  United 
States  as  a  whole  increased  7  percent  over  th-;  same  period  last  year. 
Moderate  gains  were  inade  in  all  regions  except  the  North  Atlantic,  vrhere  no 
change  occurred.    Receipts  from  livestock  and  products  in  the  Uni.ted  States 
increased  10  percent  over  last  .year.     They  decreas-d  10  percent  in  the 
South  Atlantic  Region,  wnere  receipts  from  broilers  and  bogs  declined  , 
sharply.    Receipts  from  wholesale  m.ilk  m.ade  definite  gains  in  all  regions; 
and  increases  in  income  from  hogs  were  important  .in  the  East  and  West  North  • 
Central  Regionr.    Receipts  fromi.  crops  for  tne  9-month  neriod  were  13  percent'', 
above  1945  for  the  countrv  as  a  wh-.le,  v.dth  the  larg-sst  percentage  increases 
occurring  in  the  East  and  West  North  Central  Regions,  where  substantial  gains 
were  made  in  all  States,     Increases  in  rjceipts  from,  wheat  and  soybeans 
were  especially  significant  in  these  tvro  r:;gions.
